TETTERS  FROM  MR.  MONROE  TO  -MR. 

RUSSELL  CHARGE  DES  AFFAIRS  I.V 

GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Extract  cj'  a letter  from  Mr.  Monroe  to 
Elr.  Russell,  dated 

“ June  26th,  1812. 

“ This  letter  is  committed  to  Mr.  Fos- 
ter, wlio  has  promised  to  deliver  it  to  you 
in  safety. 

“On  the  18th  of  this  month  a declara- 
tion of  war  against  Great  llritain  passed 
Congress.  I send  you  a copy  of  the  act, 
of  llie  President's  message,  and  of  ihe 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Foreign  Re- 
lations, which  brought  the  subject  under 
consideration. 

'1  Ills  measure  has  been  produced  by 
tlie  continued  aggressions  of  the  Hrilish 
government  on  the  rights  ot  the  United 
States,  and  the  pri-bumii’ion  arising  from 
tliat  and  oilier  facts,  whicli  it  is  inuieces- 
sary  to  recite,  that  no  favourable  change 
ot  policy  might  be  expected  from  it.  It 
was  ini|>ossible  for  the  United  States  to 
surrender  their  ri;  hts,  by  relinquishing 
the  ground  which  they  liad  taken,  and  it 
Was  equally  incompatible  with  their  in- 
terests and  cliaracter  to  rely  longer  on 
measures  which  had  failed  to  accomplish 
their  objects.  War  was  the  only  re- 
maining alternative,  and  that  fact  being 
clearly  ascertained,  you  will  find  by  the 
documents  transmiued  that  it  was  adopt- 
ed with  decision. 

-As  war  has  been  resorted  to  from  ne- 
cessity, and  of  course  with  reluctance, 
this  government  looks  forward  to  the 
restoration  of  peace  with  much  interest, 
and  a sincere  d-sire  to  promote  it  on  con- 
ditions, just,  eqtial  and  honorable  to  both 
the  panics.  It  is  in  the  power  of  Great 
Britain  to  terminate  the  war  on  such  con- 
ditions, and  it  would  he  very  satisfactory 
to  the  President  to  meet  it  in  arrangc- 
inenls  to  that  elTect. 

Althougli  there  arc  many  just  and 
weighty  causes  of  complaint  againt  Great 
Britain,  you  will  perceive,  by  the  docu- 
ments transmitted,  that  the  orders  in 
council,  and  other  blockades,  illegal,  ac- 
cording to  tlie  principles  lately  acknowl- 
cd,  and  the  imp  essment  of  our  seamen, 
are  considered  to  be  of  the  highest  im- 
portance. If  the  orders  in  council  are 
repealed,  and  no  illegal  blockades  are 
substituted  to  them,  and  orders  arc  given 
to  discontinue  the  impressment  of  sea- 
men from  our  vessels,  and  to  restore 
those  already  impressed,  there  is  no  rea- 
son why  hostilities  should  not  immediate- 
ly cease.  Securing  these  objects,  you 
are  authorised  to  stipulate  an  armistice, 
to  commence  fram  the  signature  of  the 
instrument  providing  for  it,  or  at  the  end 
of  fifty  or  sixty  days,  or  other  the  short- 
est term  that  the  British  government  will 
assent  to.  Definitive  arrangements  will 
be  made  on  these  and  every  other  differ- 
ence by  a treaty,  to  be  concluded  either 
here  or  at  London,  though  it  is  much  de- 
sired that  the  subject  should  be  entered 
on  in  this  city. 

As  an  inducement  to  the  British  gov- 
ernment te  discontinue  the  practice  of 
impressment  from  our  vessels,  you  m?y 
give  assurance  that  a law  will  be  passed 
(to  be  reciprocal)  to  prohibit  the  employ- 
ment of  British  seamen  in  the  public  or 
commercial  service  of  the  United  States. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  such  an  ar- 
rangement would  prove  much  more  ef- 
ficacious in  securing  to  Great-Britain  her 
seamen,  that  the  practice  to  which  it  is 
proposed  to  be  a substitute,  independent 
of  all  the  other  objections  to  it. 

Indemnity  for  injuries  received  under 
the  orders  in  council,  and  other  edicts 
violating  our  rights,  seems  to  be  incident 
to  their  repeal ; but  the  President  is  will- 
ing fhat  the  consideration  of  that  claim 
should  not  be  pressed  at  this  time,  so  as 
to  interfere  with  the  preliminary  arrange- 
ment alluded  to.  It  will  be  proper  to 
bring  it  into  view  merely  to  show  that  it 
is  expected  that  provision  will  be  made 
for  it  in  the  treaty  which  is  to  follow. 
Every  other  interest  may  also  be  provid- 
ed for  at  the  same  time. 

It  is  hoped  that  tlie  British  govern- 
ment will  find  it  consistent  with  its  inter- 
est and  honor,  to  terminate  the  war  by  an 
armistice  in  the  manner  and  on  the  con- 
ditions proposed.  In  so  doing,  it  will 
abandon  no  right,  it  will  sacrifice  no  in- 
terest ; it  will  abstain  only  from  viola- 
ting our  rights,  and,  in  return,  it  will  res- 
tore peace  with  the  power  from  whom, 
in  a friendly  commercial  intercourse,  so 
many  advantages  will  be  derived,  not  to 
mention  the  injuries  which  cannot  fail  to 
result  from  a prosecutio.i  of  the  war” 

MR.  MONROE  TO  MR.  BUSSELL. 

Dated  Defiortment  of  Htule, 

July  27,  1812. 

Sir — I wrote  you  on  the  26th  of  June, 
by  Mr.  Foster,  a letter  wliich  he  promis- 
ed to  deliver  to  you  in  person  or  by  a safe 
hand. 

In  th.at  letter  you  were  inrormed,  tliat 
the  orders  in  council  and  other  illegal 
blockades,  and  the  iinpressimnl  of  our 
seamen  by  Gieat  Britain,  as  you  well 
I knew  before,  w ere  the  principal  causes 
I of  the  war,  ;u.d  tliat  if  tliey  wore  remov- 


ed, you  might  stipulate  an  armistice,  leav^ 
ing  them  and  all  other  grounds  of  difler- 
ence,  for  final  aiid  more  precise  adjust- 
ment by  treaty.  As  an  inducement  to 
the  British  government  to  discontinue 
the  practice  of  impressment  from  our 
vessels,  by  which  alone  our  seamen  can 
be  made  secure,  you  were  authorized  to 
stipulate  a prohibition  by  law,  to  be  recip- 
rocal, of  the  employment  of  British  sea- 
men in  the  public  or  commercial  service 
of  the  United  States.  As  such  an  ar- 
rangement, which  might  be  made  com- 
pletely eflecuial  and  satisfactory  by  suita- 
ble regulations  and  penalties,  would  oper- 
ate almost  exclusively  in  favor  of  Great 
Britain,  for  as  few  of  our  seamen  ever 
enter  voluntarily  into  the  British  service, 
the  reciprocity  would  be  nominal ; its  ad- 
vantage to  Great  Britain  wonid  be  more 
than  an  c<|uivalcnt  for  any  she  derives 
from  impressment,  which  alone  ought  to 
induce  her  to  abandon  the  practice,  if 
she  had  no  other  motive  for  it.  .-V  stipu- 
lation to  prohibit  by  law  the  employment 
of  British  seamen  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  is  to  be  understood  in  the 
sense  and  spirit  of  our  cons.i  ution.  The 
pas8.ige  of  such  a law  must  depend  of 
course  on  Congress,  who,  it  might  reas- 
onably be  presumed,  might  give  efiect 
to  it. 

By  authorising  you  to  secure  theso 
objects  as  the  grounds  of  an  armistice, 
it  was  not  intended  to  restrict  you  to  any 
precise  form  in  which  it  should  be  done. 
It  is  not  particularly  necessary  that  the 
several  points  should  be  specially  provid- 
ed for  in  the  convention  stipulating  the 
armistice.  A clear  and  distinct  under- 
standing with  the  British  goveriiment  ou 
the  subject  of  impressment,  comprizing 
in  it  the  discharge  of  men  already  im- 
pressed, and  on  future  blockades,  if  the 
orders  in  council  arc  revoked,  is  all  that 
is  indispensable.  The  orders  in  council 
being  revoked,  and  tlie  proposed  under- 
standing on  llie  other  poiii.s,  that  is,  on 
blockades  and  impressment,  being  first 
obtained,  in  a manner,  Uiougli  informal, 
to  admit  of  no  mistake  or  disagreement 
hcrcaficr,  the  instrument  providing  for 
the  armistice  may  assume  a general  fotm, 
especially  if  more  agreeable  to  the  Bri- 
tish government.  It  may  for  example 
be  said  in  general  terms,  “ that  both  pow- 
ers being  sincerely  desirous  to  terminate 
the  differences,  which  unhappily  subsist 
between  thrtii,  and  equally  so,  that  full 
time  should  be  given  for  the  adjustment 
thereof,  agree,  1st.  that  an  armistice  shall 
lake  place  for  that  purpose  to  commence 
on  the  day  of 

“ 2.  That  they  will  forthwith  appoint 
on  each  side  commissioners  with  full 
power  to  form  a treaty,  wliich  shall  pro- 
vide, by  reciprocal  arrangements,  for  the 
security  of  their  seamen  from  being  taken 
or  employed  in  the  service  of  the  otiier 
pow'cr,  for  the  regulation  of  tlicir  com- 
merce, and  all  other  interesting  questions 
now  depending  between  them. 

“ 3.  The  armistice  shall  not  cease 
without  a previous  notice  by  one  to  the 
other  party  of  days,  and  shall  not 
be  understood  as  having  other  effect  than 
merely  to  suspend  military  operations  by 
land  and  by  sea.” 

By  this  you  will  perceive  that  the  Pre- 
sident is  desirous  of  removing  every  ob- 
stacle to  an  accommodation  wliich  consists 
merely  of  form,  securing  in  a safe  and  sa- 
tisfactoiy  manner  the  rights  and  interests 
of  tiie  United  States  in  these  two  great 
and  essential  circumstances,  as  it  is  pro- 
sumed  may  be  accomplished  by  the  pre- 
posed understanding  ; he  is  willing  th.at 
it  be  done  in  a manner  the  most  satisfac- 
tory and  honorable  to  Great  Britain,  as 
well  as  to  the  United  States.

August  9th,  1812 

Sir — The  Secretary  left  this  city  about 
ten  days  ago  on  a short  visit  to  Virginia. 
Since  that  period  Mr.  Baker  has,  in  con- 
sequence of  some  dispatches  from  his 
government  addressed  to  Mr.  Foster, 
made  to  me  a commuiiicatioii  respecting 
the  intentions  of  his  government  as  re- 
gards the  orders  in  council.  It  was  of  a 
character,  liowevcr,  so  entirely  informal 
and  confidential,  that  Mr.  Bakerdid  not 
feel  himself  at  liberty  to  make  it  in  the 
form  of  a note  verlial  or  pro  memoria, 
or  even  to  permit  me  to  take  a mtnioian- 
dum  of  it  at  the  lime  he  made  it.  As  it 
authorises  an  expectation  that  something 
more  precise  and  definite,  in  an  official 
form,  may  soon  be  received  by  this  go- 
vernment, it  is  the  less  necessary  that  I 
should  go  into  an  explanation  of  the  views 
of  the  President  in  relation  to  it,  more 
particularly  as  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
daily  expected  and  will  be  able  to  do  it 
in  a manner  more  satisfactory. 

1 refer  you  to  the  enclosed  papers  lor 
infornialiun  as  to  tlie  maritime  and  milita- 
ry movements  incident  to  the  war,  and 
will  add,  that  the  President  is  anxious  to 
know  as  soon  as  possible  the  result  of  the 
lirojKisals  you  ttcrc  authorized  to  make 
lO  the  British  government  respecting  an 
armistice.  He  considers  them  so  fair  and 
reasonable,  that  he  cannot  but  hope  tliat 
they  will  be  acceded  to,  anil  '.bus  be  the 
means  oi  hastening  and  honorable  an 
jicnnanent  peace.

■was  to  he  nndevslood  as  connected  with 
a suspension  of  hostilities  on  the  frontiers 
ef  Canada. 

M>.niaandum  r Krred  to  in  the  above 
letter. 

Jlr.  Baker  verbally  coinmuniratcd  to 
me  for  the  information  of  the  President, 
that  he  had  received  despatches  from  his 
government  adtlressed  to  Mr.  Postir,  da- 
ted (1  believe,  about  the  17th  June)  from 
wi  icn  he  w as  authorised  to  say,  that  an 
oificial  declaration  would  be  sent  to  this 
COU1U17,  that  the  orders  in  council,  so  far 
as  they  affected  the  L).  States,  would  be 
repeal'  d on  the  first  .^ug.  to  be  revived 
on  f e first  of  May,  I 81;>,  unless  tlie  con- 
chicl  of  ihe  French  goveriiinent  and  the 
result  of  the  communications  with  the 
American  government  should  be  such  as, 
ill  the  opinion  of  Ifis  Majesty,  to  render 
their  revival  unnecessary.  Mr.  Baker 
moreover  stated,  that  the  orders  would  be 
revived,  provided  the  ,\mericaii  govern- 
ment did  not,  within  fnirteen  days  alter 
th  y received  the  ol'licial  declaration  of 
their  repeal,  admit  British  arnicd  vessels 
into  their  ports,  and  put  an  end  to  the  rc 
striclive  measures  which  had  grown  out 
of  the  orders  in  C'Xinci 

The  despatches  authorising  this  com- 
munication to  the  American  government 
expressly  directed  that  itsiionld  he  made 
verballv,  and  Mr.  Bakt  r did  not  consider 
liiinscif  at  liberty  to  reduce  it  to  writing, 
even  in  the  Ibrni  <jf  a note  verbal,  or  pro- 
memoria,  or  to  suffer  me  to  take  a mem- 
orandum of  his  commui.icalion  at  the 
time  he  made  it  I understood  from  him, 
that  the  despatch' s had  been  opened  by 
Me.  Foster  at  Halifax,  wlio,  in  conse- 
quence of  a conversation  he  had  had  witli 
Vice-.\dmiral  Sawyer  and  Sir  John  Slier- 
broke,  had  authorised  Mr.  Baker  to  say, 
that  these  gentlemen  would  agree,  as  a 
measure  leading  to  a suspension  of  hos- 
tilities that  all  captures  made  after  a day 
to  be  fixed,  should  not  be  pioceedcd  a- 
gainst  immediately,  but  be  deiained  to  a- 
wait  he  future  decision  of  the  two  gov- 
ernments. Mr.  Foster  had  iiot  seen  Sir 
George  Prevost,  but  had  wiitten  to  bim

“ On  the  22d  I dispatched  several  con- 
fidential friends  to  reconnoitre  about  the 
village  01  St  Regis:  they  returned  wiih 
the  information  that  the  enemy  had  land- 
ed ill  the  village,  and  that  we  migl.t  ex- 
pect a visit  fioai  them  immediately — 
Their  iiumber  was  stated  by  no  one  at 
Uss  than  1 10,  and  from  that  to  300  : the 
most  certain  information  fixf;d  on  the 
former  number.  It  was  also  believed  that 
the  enemy  were  determined  to  make  a 
stand  at  that  place,  and  would  speedily 
increase  tlieir  number.  This  det'-rminecl 
rue  to  make  an  immediate  attempt  to  lake 
tvose  already  landed,  before  reinforce- 
meins  could  arrive.  1 ordered  the  men 
to  be  fiiriiisiied  two  days  rations  of  provi- 
sions. vv  iih  doiiiile  ralioi  s of  whiskey  ; and 
at  1 1 o’clock  at  night  we  inarched  wiin 
tne  utmost  silence,  that  we  might  give  as 
little  aiaini  as  possible.  We  took  a cir- 
cuitous rout  tbrougb  the  woods,  and  ar- 
rived at  Gray’s  Mins  at  halt  past  3 -V.  M. 
We  liiund  here  a boat,  a small  ca:ioe,  and 
two  ciibs  of  boards.  Captain  Lyon  s c -m- 
paiiy  crossed  in  the  boat ; eapt.  M'Nird  s 
ill  the  canoe;  anil  the  remainder,  with 
our  horses,  crossed  on  the  cribs.  Wc 
arriv  ed  within  half  a mile  of  the  village 
at  5 o'clock,  where,  being  concealed  from 
tiie  enemy  by  a little  rise  of  ground,  we 
iialtecl  to  reconnoitre,  refresh  the  men, 
and  make  our  disposition  for  the  attack, 
which  was  arranged  in  the  following 
order: 

Captain  Lyon  was  detached  from  the 
right,  with  orders  to  take  the  road  run- 
ning along  the  bank  of  tiie  St.  Regis  river, 
with  directions  to  gain  the  rear  of  capluTi 
.Mvjuniaigiiy’s  house,  in  which,  and  Ho- 
ivalh’s,  the  enemy  were  said  to  be  quar 


Gur  gain  w'as  12  prisoners,  (number  of 
killed  not  precisely  ascertained)  about  30 
barrels  of  Hour  and  a ciuaiitity  of  beef,  41 
muskets,  25  bayonets,  21  cartouch  boxes 
9 bayonet  bells  and  scabbards,  120  mus- 
ket flints,  2075  ball  cartridges,  one  boat 
arxl  sails. 

Our  means  of  transportation  beii^|^- 
siiffieirnt  to  bring  off  the  flour  aud^W 
I ordered  it  to  be  burnt,  together  with 
the  public  store  house,  which  was  accortl- 
ingly  done — the  balance  of  the  propertv 
all  brought  safe  into  camp. 

Our  loss  was  one  man  killed,  and  one 
wounded' — not  dangerous. 

Col  Slone  the  commandant  was  a lory 
in  our  revolutionary  war,  flid  to  Canada 
for  refuge,  where  be  has  remained  since, 
a notorious  enemy  and  opposer  to  the  go- 
vernment of  the  United  States. 

I lament  that  my  2d  lieutenant,  Wm. 
C.  Beard,  and  4 privates  of  my  bes.  rifle- 
men, lost  111'  ir  cctiise  and  did  rot  get  into 
action.  I cannot  close  this  report  without 
■ xpressing  mv  entire  approbation  of  the 
voueage  an<l  conduct  of  the  officers  and 
soldiers  under  my  command  in  this  en- 
gagement.

Tt  is  kno«ni,  bowrever,  tliat  a few  »mr,r,g  ns 
have  not  behaved  wcU — hut  this  can  be  ea»il\ 
accounted  for  in  this  way  -Two  classes  o 
subslitules  were  admitted  in  a few  companies 
— the  first  were  such  as  voluntarily  enp:age<l  t

His  excellency,  the  commander  of  the 
forces  has  received  an  oificial  rcjjort  fi-om 
major  general  Sheaffc,  of  the  krilliant 
victory  atchieved  on  the  l5th  inst.  by  a 
portion  of  the  troops  under  his  command, 
oyer  a c ivision  of  the  enemy’s  army, 
which  effected  a landing  at  Queenstown, 
under  cover  of  the  night.  That  post  was 
nevertheless  oefended  with  undaunted 
gallantly,  by  the  two  flank  companies  of 
tlie  49th  regiment,  animated  by  the  pre- 
sence of  their  ever  t^allant  and  to  be  la- 
lueiued  chief,  Major  Gen.  Brock,  whose 
valuable  life  was,  on  this  occasion,  devoted 
to  his  cotmiry's  service.  These  compa- 
nies displayed  exemplary  discipline  and 
spirit,  although  the  captains  of  both  were 
wounded,  and  succeeded  in  keeping  the 
enemy  in  check  until  the  arrival  of  Major 
Gen.  Sheaffe  with  reinforcements.

U.  8.  Frigate  President,  at  sea,  Oct.  16. 

Sir, — 1 have  the  honor  to  acquaint  you 
that  on  the  1 5th  inst.  near  the  Grand 
Bank,  this  ship,  the  Congress  in  compa- 
ny, captured  the  British  King’s  Packet 
Swallow,  Joseph  Morphew,  commander, 
bound  from  Kingston,  Jamaica,  to  Fal- 
mouth. The  rank  of  the  commander 
ot  this  ve.ssel,  is  that  of  a master  and 
commander  in  the  navy.  She  had  no 
cargo  in,  except  eighty-one  boxes 
of  gold  and  silver,  amounting  to  be- 
tween one  hundred  and  fifty  and  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  : — The  specie  I 
took  out  of  her,  and  had  intended  sending 
her  to  England  in  the  character  of  a car 
tel,  with  her  own  crew  : Having  fallen 

in  at  this  moment,  however  with  the 
American  schr.  Elenor,  bound  from  Bal- 
timore to  France,  dismasted,  induced  me 
to  change  my  first  determination,  and  in 
stead  of  sending  her  to  England,  iiave 
sent  her  to  the  U.  States  in  charge  of  the 
nrastcr  and  crew  of  the  before  mentioned 
schooner,  who  at  the  moment  of  writing 
this  have  charge  of  the  Swallow  with 
the  schooner  in  tow,  but  which,  as  soon 
as  the  weather  will  permit,  they  intend 
abandoning,  after  having  taken  her  cargo 
on  hoa’d  the  Swallow.

An  express  arrived  here  this  momirf^t 
with  a dispatch  from  Brig.  Geff.  XUP^ 
PER.  containing  his  report  to  Gen.  HARc 
BISON,  of  his  late  Expedition  to  the 
Rapids  of  the  Miami,  for  the  purpose  of 
driving  off  a body  of  Indians  and  British, 
who  had  assembled  there  to  take  off  a 
quantity  of  corn  which  remains  in  the 
fields,  at  that  place.  Gen.  Tupper  arri- 
ved with  his  command  at  the  Rapids,  un- 
discovered by  the  enemy,  in  the  night  of 
the  13th  inst.  He  immediately  made  a 
disposition  for  passing  the  river,  and 
some  few  of  our  men  got  over,  but  the 
greater  part  of  them  missed  the  ford  and 
many  of  them  were  in  great  danger  of 
drowning — they  were  however  rescued 
by  the  few  horse  which  Gen.  T.  had  witfo 
him,  but  lost  a part  i,' their  ai  ms.  Am 
soon  as  the  day  appeared,  and  they  wera 
discovered  hy  the  enemy,  tho  gun  and 
other  boats  that  were  in  the  river,  slippetf 
their  cables  and  esca|jed  down  the  Lake- 
— 1 he  Indians,  however,  more  brave 
than  their  allies,  crossed  over  on  horara 
and  made  several  violent  attacks  uport 
our  troops — They  were  received  witl» 
fifiTuiess,  driven  hack,  and  forced  to  rc- 
cross  the  river  with  considerable  loss.

I haw 
heard  the  various  accounts  of  officers  a .d  nivii, 
and  give  you  the  best  one  I can  form  from  a 
Consideration  ol  die  whole — It  was  deterininen 
to  attack  tbe  Kickapoo  and  Peoria  villag- $ — 
tbe  former  of  wlncli  is  situate  a North  West 
course  from  Ibis  place  upon  a braiicli  ot  ilie- 
Illinois — Two  principal  towns  of  that  name  an 
I spoken  ot.  One  the  Old,  llie  ntlier  the  New 
j town,  alxml  20  miles  apart -It  is  said,  tlic  Oin 
^ one  lias  been  deserted — The  distance  ul  ll.< 
j New  town  from  Fort  Harrison  is  supposed  lo 
be  about  .00  miles — and  llie  number  of  war 
' riors  in  it  about  500.  Tlie  troops  left  tin.

last  the  15lli  mst.  they  left  a point  on  the  west 
side  of  tile  Wabash  3 miles  from  it  and  iiiarcli 
ed  west  lo  gam  the  prairie ; after  enlenn:.

I there  was  a middle  road,  the  most  beaten  of 
the  three,  w Inch  it  was  Judged  most  advisabU 
to  take — This  road  wa'  pursued  a few  miles, 
when  the  pilot  thought  he  saw  in  the  dircctioD 
towards  the  Old  village,  houses  i and  smoke 
issue  from  the  houses.

Compli,sli  the  purposes  for  which  they  had 
set  out. — They  unfortunately  determined  tore- 
turn.  The  commander  in  chief  declared  his 
opinion  agamsi  it,  assured  them  of  his  convic- 
tion that  they  could  not  be  far  from  the  town, 
and  that  if  500  men  could  be  procured  to  fol- 
low him,  lie  would  continue  his  march.
